REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

U.S. 4,619,817 does not teach the specific organic acids of applicants' claim 5 
lines 3. It teaches tartaric acid, citric acid, or oxalic acid in col. 6 lines 49-51 . 

U.S. 4,619,817 does not teach mixing the resulting first solution with a buffer 
solution containing an organic amine to obtain a sol, as set forth in claim 5 lines 4-6. It 
discloses mixing the resulting solution with a salt or oxide of yttrium, magnesium or 
calcium in its claim 1 step (c). 

U.S. 4,619,817 does not heat the sol to obtain a product, as set forth in claim 5 

line 7. 

For at least the above reasons, the claims have been allowed.
